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Gloomy picture downtown; buildings ‘URM’

Because a relatively large number of buildings 
in Sierra Madre were built before 1933 when un¬ 
reinforced masonry (URM) was allowed, owners 
and tenants of approximately 50 downtown build¬ 
ings attended a special meeting last Thursday to 
hear professionals discuss the state-mandated safety 
rehabilitation requirements for buildings not earth¬ 
quake-proof. 

In addition to being located in Seismic Zone 
No. 4, the most hazardous earthquake category, 
owners and tentants face strategy to update those 
buildings in the future. 

During the meeting panelists noted that the 
state URM law, adopted in 1986, includes require¬ 
ments intended only to prevent the collapse of a 
building long enough to “buy time” for people inside 
to get out. It does not guarantee that the build¬ 
ings will not be destroyed. 

An unknown number of Sierra Madre buildings 
will eventually be judged not hazardous. Most, how¬ 
ever, must await the results of various tests, to be 
conducted at a later date, although sevcal have al¬ 
ready commenced testing and/or rehabilitation 
work. 

To date the city has declined to release the 
identities of buildings currently on the list and dur¬ 
ing the meeting one of the owners asked if the 
list could remain confidential, since businesses could 
‘‘lose some customers who were afraid of 
earthquakes.” 

One of the panelists answered that the list is 
in the category of public information, and, in 
any case, would be published after the state dead¬ 
line for submitting a definitive rehabilitation plan 
on Jan. 1, 1990. 

Approximate ranges of costs, including testing, 
engineering fees, construction, plan checks, permits 
and insurance, were given and sources of both 
public and private funding were reviewed. 

A rather gloomy picture emerged regarding the 
possibilities available. Financial institutions were 
noted as not being overly enthusiastic about 
making loans on buildings with seismic resistance 
problems and various state and financial funds were 

Scam revealed 
against older 
persons in area 

A scam against older persons has surfaced in 
Sierra Madre. A woman in her mid-30s who gives 
the older women a “sob story” is “borrowing” 
$20 from each of these women and never returns 
to repay the so-called loan. 

According to a Sierra Madre woman who lives 
on Mariposa, the suspect came to her door, explain¬ 
ing that her husband had been assaulted that after¬ 
noon by two thugs at Sierra Madre Blvd. and Bald¬ 
win. The woman said one of the thugs had pulled 
a knife and had cut her husband’s thumb. She 
explained that his hand was swollen and that a doc¬ 
tor had told him that he could not operate until 
the swelling went down. The woman told the Sierra 
Madrean she needed money to go to the drug 
store for bandages for her husband. 

She also told the Sierra Madre woman that she 
was an aide in a rest home in Temple City, 
gave the Sierra Madrean an address on Mariposa 
and a Sierra Madre phone number. Both the address 
and phone number wore non-existent. 

“Because it was Saturday, I could understand 
why it was difficult for her so I gave her $20. 

1 thought I could spare $20. Had she asked for 
$50 or $100 1 could not have helped her. I went 
to the police two days later. Now I hear that two 
Arcadia women have had the same experience.” 

According to a recent newspaper article, two 
Arcadia women were approached, one by woman 
with dark hair and another by a woman with 
blonde hair. Police believe the blonde hair may 
have been a wig, the article reads. 

Sgt. Wayne bailey of the Sierra Madre Police 
told The Newt, “People should be cautious of any 
one asking for money or donations. Any kgitimaie 
person asking lor a donation will have a business 
Ikensc This is obviously a scam, using a soh 
story againsi tilder people Pandering u illegal H

described as extremely difficult to secure. 

li was noted that the Community Redevelop- 
meni Agency (CRA) tax increments, which might 
have been available, had been tied up in payments 
on the recent $8.5 million bond issue adopted by the 
City Coiincil. Therefore, those funds are unavailable. 

•Some $200,000 in CRA funds might be utilized, 
but currently it has been tabbed for expenditures 
which would result in increased CRA tax increments 
which are also needed for bond payments. 

City Community Redevelopment Block Grants 
monies are available, but only amount to a total of 
appri'ximately $55,000 and it was noted that the 
city’s policy regarding any available funds for URM 
rehabilitation is yet to be determined. 

A member of the audience stated that low in¬ 
terest loans are available from both federal and 
state agencies following disasters and questioned 
why similar loans weren’t available for preventive 
measures. 

Panelists agreed this was a “good question,” 
but the obvious answer was that “preventive” 
loans are not available. 

Requirements for compliance, according to 
panel members, rest with local authorities, although 
they must be approved by the state when submitted 


at the beginning of 1990. At the current time they 
vary considerably, from rigid short-term deadlines 
to rather vague “when improvements to the build¬ 
ing are undertaken.” 

One member of the audience asked if this 
meant Sierra Madre could set a deadline for com¬ 
pliance at 50 years. 

The answer, as provided by Mayor Bruce Crow, 
was that the city should show “good faith,” ra¬ 
ther than being rigid, but a deadline set at 50 
years would undoubtedly be rejected by the state and 
probably something in the order of five years would 
eventually be adopted. 

He also noted that the 1990 deadline requires 
only that the city submit its plan for enforcing 
compliance and that the actual implementation dead¬ 
line must be included, but would be somewhere 
down the line from that date, as yet undeter¬ 
mined by the council. 

One panelist noted that federal and state build¬ 
ings are exempt from the URM law, although local 
government buildings are not. Architecturally sig¬ 
nificant and historical buildings are subject to less 
extensive rehabilitation requirements. 

Included in the presentations was a review of

Commission meeting expiodes 
with expletives as resident’s 

attorney urges for variance

Tensions flared and emotions ran high as Lorel 
Harvey at 453 Manzanita came before the Planning 
Commission on Thursday, July 15, requesting a side 
yard variance on an accessory building. Com¬ 
missioners at the meeting which found eight public 
hearings and three items of old and new business 
on the agenda included Commissioners Jim Hester, 
Stan Hutchinson, George Salisbury, Ross Tyree and 
Chairman John Watter. 

The controversy over the Harvey variance cen¬ 
tered around the fact that the city has alleged that 
Harvey has built a two-story structure three feet from 
the property line. Such a structure would require a 
minimum setback of seven feet from the side yard. 
The structure in question is a garage that has been 
under construction for two years. 

Harvey claims that the garage is not a two-story 
structure and that the area in question is an attic. 
The city had asked for an interpretation of the 
structure from the International Conference of Build¬ 
ing Officials Services, Inc. (ICBO) and had received 
a response that the nature of the structure “implied” 
that it was a two-story structure. The City Council 
had also ruled it two-story and the building inspector 
had then issued a stop order on further construction. 


Many emotional outbursts 

Amid numerous emotional outbursts from Com¬ 
missioners Hutchinson and Tyree, Jerome Meier, at 
torney for Harvey, tried to explain the fact that Har¬ 
vey had been given a permit on the first plans to 
build a structure “on the property line.” That first 
attempt was later red tagged and Harvey was forced 
to begin again, this time with plan No. 2, three feet 
from the property line. 

After two more plans went through, plan No. 4 
was approved and building began and again, the 
city “changed its mind, stating it had made a mistake” 
and ordered building stopped again, according to 
Attorney Meier. 

The city alleges that Harvey continued to build 
even after the stop order came, but Harvey contends 
this was only an addition of a few sheets of plywood 
and plastic to protect the existing structure, a right 
that is “guaranteed through case law in other similar 
cases,” said Meier. 

‘You keep changing rules’ 

As Harvey stepped to the podium the arguments 
and excitement escalated. “Steve Pock said for one 
year it was one-story. It is not two-story. He told me 
1 could do it this way. He okayed it. I sat down with

The council at Tuesday evening’s meeting voted

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Small business 
owners oppose 
health bill 

Many small businesses would have 
to shut down if they are forced to 
provide health insurance, a spokesman 
for the National Federation of Inde¬ 
pendent Business/ California (NFIB) 
testiHed this month at a state senate 
committee hearing on a mandatory 
health care bill. 

Martyn Hopper, director of NFIB/ 
California — the largest small-business 
organization in the state — told Senate 
Industrial Relations Committee mem¬ 
bers that many of the 2.5 million busi¬ 
nesses in California simply could not 
afford to comply with AB 350, a man¬ 
datory health insurance bill introduced 
earlier this year by Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown. The measure would re¬ 
quire businesses with five or more em¬ 
ployees to provide health insurance. 

Although Brown has contended 
that health coverage would cost em¬ 
ployers as little as $1000 a year, NFIB 
research shows that the actual cost would 
be as much as triple that amount, 
said Hooper, spokesman for the 50,000- 
member organization. 

The average annual premium in 
1985 was $1766 per employee, according 
to an NFIB study that year. Since 
then, rates have risen at least 20 percent 
annually, pushing average premiums 
into the $3000 range. Hopper said. 

“I urge you to vote against this 
bill because if it were to pass, not only 
will we continue to have uninsured 
people showing up at emergency rooms 
for treatment, but more of them will be 
unemployed as well,” she said. 

In California, more than 75 per¬ 
cent of owners who do not offer a 
health plan don’t have it because pre¬ 
miums are too high, and half said they 
are not profitable enough to pay for it. 
When asked what they would do if 
forced to purchase an $1800-a-year 
health insurance policy for employees, 
more than half said they would either 
close their business or dismiss all their 
employees and continue operating as a 
one-person shop. Only about 42 percent 
said they would buy the insurance 
and make “adjustments” for the cost.

Residents cautioned to dear away brush 


The inspection of brush clearance has begun 
and Fire Marshal Bill Kramer reports that “brush 
growth has never been worse. Fire hazard is at best 
extreme.” 

Kramer reports that the Hillside Brush Abate¬ 
ment Program is currently underway and that many 
residents in the foothill streets have been notified. 
The area is from Michillinda to Santa Anita and 
tentatively north of Carter Ave. 

Homeowners are requested to remove native 
brush and other hazardous vegetation from a dis¬ 
tance of 1(X) feet around all structures and 10 feet 
from the sides of roads and driveways that are used 
by more than one residence. An exception, says 
Kramer, is “specimen native shrubs: if they are trim¬ 
med two feet above the ground, do not exceed 
approximately seven feet in diameter, are maintain¬ 


ed of all dead wood, duff, dry leaves and are not 
closer together than 18 feet air space.” 

Kramer also warns residents that no trees, 
shrubs or other vegetation should grow within 10 
feet of the outlet of any chimney. 

“All trees, shrubs, bushes and other vegetation 
adjacent to or overhanging any structure must be 
kept free of dead limbs, branches and other com¬ 
bustible matter. Keep your roof and rain gutters free 
of dead leaves, needles, twigs and other combustible 
matter. This also goes for combustible rubbish. And 
stack your wood pile neatly and compactly in a 
location remote from the house and garage, 18 
inches off the ground.” 

Nearby is a mockup of a structure that is well 
kept-up.

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Notes From the Attic 

by Gertrude Gerke 

— July 26, 1940: Rudy Hartman made his first 
solo flight at Alhambra Airport following eight 
hours of instruction. 

— Aug. 3, 1944: Someone who bought a War 
Bond credited to Sierra Madre a quota of 
$16,000 during the fifth drive will win the $700 
Alfred Dewey oil painting. 

— July 28, 1954: The city of Sierra Madre’s 
38 employees were voted a 5 percent increase 
in salary and also have in prospect the installa¬ 
tion of a long-awaited retirement plan. 

— Aug. 4, 1955; Youngland, the children’s 
store on N. Baldwin, will move to the former site 
of the Sierra Madre Hardware. New owners are 
Mr. and Mrs. James H. Wolfe. 

— Aug. 6, 1959: Sally Dewey sent a $15 pay¬ 
ment to the City Refuse Co. (for extra hauling)^ 
They refused to accept it and it was returned 
to sender. She had accidently affixed a 3 cent 
stamp and the city refused to pay the additional 

1 cent due. 

— July 28, 1960: The spoken drama returned 
to Sierra Madre last Friday and Saturday when 
“One Mas Night” was performed by the Sierra 
Madre Repertoire Theater . . . Patricia Haw¬ 
kins, formerly nurse at Sierra Madre Medical 
Cej|ter, and Carol Mitulski tourned Europe 
and experienced their greatest thrill when they 
had an audience with Pope John XXLLL. 

— July 30, 1964: Bob Talbott receives his 
Cub Master award . . . The Search and Rescue 
Team is on the job in LaPaz, Mexico. They 
reported they were in contact with Harold D. 
Slaght, 19, of Santa Suzanna, and Steve Bunch, 
19, of Canoga Park who are believed to be lost 
in Mexico while searchitig for cacti . . . Duke, 
a fugitive yellow parrot owned by the Bridge 
Family, flew around the hospital and perched 
up high on a tree. He edified patients and doc¬ 
tors with his bird lingo and cried “Oh Mom.” 
Dr. Norman Johnson is anxious that the parrot- 
bird-talker be returned to owner and notified 
authorities. 

— Aug. 2, 1979: Steve Moffet and Richard 
Ivier were charged with cultivating marijuana 
plants. Officers also confiscated numerous nar¬ 
cotics and paraphernalia along with illegal 
firearms . . .Whatever became of the spider 
sculpture? It mysteriously showed up in Mem¬ 
orial Park and then was stolen, then recovered, 
then stolen . . . Our historic fire horn is 
hack in operation again this past Friday when it 
announced noon to one and all. It’s been in¬ 
operative for about three weeks. 




Our URM Information seminar played 
to a full house last Thursday evening. Fifty- 
plus URM building owners, business tenants 
and City Council members were on hand to hear 
an experienced panel discuss various aspects of 
the unreinforced masonery legislation miti¬ 
gation process. 

Some participants must have gone away 
feeling somewhat frustrated because the precise 
answers they were looking for were not avail¬ 
able. “When are we going to have to make build¬ 
ing improvements and what are the code stand¬ 
ards to which the buildings will have to be 
upgraded?” These were the two biggies. 

Instead of a date certain, building owners 
learned the city has to have a URM mitigation 
plan by January, 1990. That plan will have to 
be approved by the state. The most specific 
answer that could be given was, “The City 
(Council) is in the process of reviewing the ex¬ 
tent of the URM situation in Sierra Madre, will 
consider the various alternatives and then adopt 
the plan they feel is appropriate.” Mayor Bruce 
Crow stressed the plan will have to be realistic 
with responsible deadlines. The public will have 
many opportunities to hear what is being con¬ 
sidered, how it will affect them and a chance 
to express their opinions. 


Answers about what standards (codes) the 
city intends to adopt won’t be available until 
the city has completed its homework. Panel 
members stressed that sections of codes already 
adopted in other cities have been found in¬ 
adequate and out-of-date. Experiences in code 
enforcement, changes in technology and ru¬ 
mored revisions to the State Uniform Building 
Code are among the reasons creating an ef¬ 
fective code is difficult. Every city may have 
the same basic problem but the mixture of indi¬ 
vidual sitations is different thus making dif¬ 
ferent solutions necessary. 

Main Street Board Chair Don Murphy 
served as the meeting facilitator, directing ques¬ 
tions and keeping the panel on schedule. A 
special thank you to A1 Landsperger, Land- 
sperger & Associates, Inc. for acting as panel 
moderator and for assisting in putting the pro¬ 
gram agenda together. Kelly Alton of the James 
McDowall & Co, Inc. did a good job helping 
the audience understand various construction 
tools used to strengthen structures. Why roofs 
cave, facades push out and parapets fall dur¬ 
ing an earthquake was made clearer by Dennis 
Wish of Arch Tech Engineering Co. 

Mayor Crow and the council are going to 
have their hands full in the months ahead deal¬ 
ing with the URM situtation. Main Street and 
the Chamber of Commerce have voiced their 
support and intend to be active mitigation 
program development partners. URM property 
owners and business tenants who missed the 
Thursday evening meeting can obtain the 
packet of information distributed that evening 
by contacting the Main Street office.

an attitude of ‘if you don’t grant this variance we’ll 
sue.’ ” The other commissioners concurred with this 
opinion. 

Opposition came from neighbor Lee Cline and 
Margaret Buckner. Concern was for appearance 
of the structure in the neighborhood as well as prece¬ 
dent this would set about future violations of codes 
in the city. 

Commissioner Tyree presented options to the 
applicant of either moving it over four feet (which 
would remove the need for a variance), lowering the 
roofline (now at 20-some feet) or conforming to the 
code. 

City Administrator Jim McRea reminded the 
commissioner that if this was in fact a one-story 
structure, Harvey had the right to build it to the full 
height limit, in effect have a 30-ft. garage. 

Variance was denied 

After further argument, Harvey asked McRea if 
he removed the ceiling boards if that would then 
constitute a one-story building. McRea was hesitant 
to answer at first but finally acknowledged that it 
would be. Several motions were then made by com¬ 
missioners either to continue or to condition, but it 
was finally a motion to deny the variance that passed. 

In other business before the commission, a re¬ 
quest by Saul and Nancy Vargas to construct a second- 
story addition to serve as a guest house over a por¬ 
tion of an accessory building at 100 N. Canon was 
denied. Applicants had wanted the addition for space 
as well as to replace a flat roof that was deemed 
irreparable by their contractor. 

A requested variance for a second story addi¬ 
tion was continued for Philip ineikaya in order that 
he might look at options to avoid the need for a var¬ 
iance at 470 E. Highland. The proposed addition 
comes 10 feet into the required side yard setback. 

A side yard variance to construct a second story 
was denied for Stuart Tolchin with the commission 
feeling that there was no reason why the setback 
requirement couldn’t be met by altering the plans of 
the proposed addition slightly. The proposed addition 
was 91 Vista Circle. 

Compliments to applicant 

Shirley Rosenkranz came before the Planning 
Commission requesting a variance to replace a pre¬ 
existing, non-conforming wood fence with one made 
from a “trellis/lattice” construction at 169 N. Bald¬ 


win. Several neighbors wrote or spoke in support of 
the project intended to restore the home to its original 
look. The fence would include a pergola and gate. The 
commission approved the variance with compliments 
on the restored beauty of the home. 

A variance for the placing of spa equipment 
within the required setback for David McGee at 308 
W. Grandview was approved with little discussion. 
The reason for its placement there was a neighbor’s 
request to keep it as far away from their homes 
as possible due to the noise levels. 

Another variance for the replacement of a fence 
was approved for Stephen and Rosemarie Clemente- 
Johnstone at 310 Old Ranch Rd. Neighbors speak¬ 
ing in favor of the variance claimed it was a great 
improvement over the pre-existing, non-conforming 
one before it. 

Fernando and Gemma Senosiain requested a 
variance to convert a pre-existing, non-conforming 
structure into a garage and workshop. The structure 
is within 1/2 feet of the rear and side property 
lines and in “rotting and unsafe” condition. The 
variance was granted with the applicants proposing 
to concrete the area around the structure to ease 
maintenance and eliminate weeds. 

Ross Tyrse new chairman 

Under old and new business, the Planning 
Commission reorganized itself after finishing the pub¬ 
lic hearings. Chairman John Watter entertained a 
motion to elect Commissioner Ross Tyree as the new 
chairman and Commissioner Jim Hester as vice chair. 
Watter was allowed to continue the meeting as 
chair. 

In other old and new business, an extension 
for due date of a tract map was given for 12 months 
for the four condominium development on 143 -155 
E. Laurel Ave, owner Robert Babbit. Also, the com¬ 
mission reviewed the plans of John Latta at 188 San 
Gabriel Court who had previously been granted a 
variance, but had changed plans significantly enough 
that it required the commission to okay the changes 
as “in the spirit of the variance.” Approval was given. 

The Planning Commissioner meeting was ad¬ 
journed to Thursday, July 27, which would be a con¬ 
tinuation of the meeting in order to have a study 
session with the General Plan Ad Hoc Committee at 
7 p.m. in the council chambers. The meeting is not 
a public hearing but is open to the public for viewing. 


Council questions penalties 
proposed by tree ordinance

The Monday, July 24 joint meeting between the City 
Council and the Tree Ordinance Ad Hoc Committee 
found penalties and exactly which trees the ordinance 
encompassed to be the main two issues of the evening. 
The meeting was opened by Charles Corp with dis¬ 
cussion of how the ad hoc committee had come to 
its current draft of the ordinance. 

On the subject of fines, the ad hoc committee 
felt that if the fines were too low, there would be no 
incentive not to remove trees. Councilwoman Lisa 
Fowler suggested that if the person was required to 
replace the tree instead of just pay a fine, the addition¬ 
al work involved in the act would be a further deterrent. 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer suggested that a 
stop order on new construction be put on the 
project until the trees that had been removed 
were replaced in addition to the payment of the fine. 
Maurer cited an example of a neighbor who “got a 
density bonus from the Planning Commission by 
submitting a plot plan, then turned around and im¬ 


mediately removed the biggest tree on the lot. A stop 
order would have really made him think twice.” 

Mayor Bruce Crow stated that he liked Mayor Pro 
Tern Maurer’s suggestion and that this addition 
to the ordinance should be looked into. Councilman 
Clem Bartolai then added that the council should take 
the matter of penalties out of the committee’s 
hands since there were so many legalities involved. 

City Administrator Jim McRea informed the 
council and the committee of City Attorney Charles 
Martin’s opinion that the maximum fine should be 
set at $1000 due to the fact that the charge (of illegally 
removing a tree) could only be a misdemeanor with 
that maximum fine. Martin was unable to attend 
the meeting having undergone surgery recently. 

McRea continued that there were three ways in 
which penalties could be levied. The first would be 
replacement of the tree, the second would be a fee 
for retrospective permit at fair market price for the 
tree (including age, historic value, etc.) and the third

Main Street reviews progress, future pians 


Progress and future plans for the Sierra Madre 
Main Street program have been outlined in an annual 
report summary by Ron Hutson, Project Manager. 

Included in the report was the California Main 
Street’s annual state evaluation which praised Sierra 
Madre Main Street’s progress. 

Singled out for commendation were the evolu¬ 
tion of the original Main Street Committee to a 
full-fledged nonprofit corporation and the leadership 
and commitment demonstrated by the Main Street 
Board. 

Among significant specific accomplishments 
have been involvement in bringing Domino’s Pizza 
to town and working with another retail project 
for the lease of 1 Kersting Court building, as 
well as aiding in bringing the Mariposa parking

GOOD SUMMER IDEA 

“Sizing” is an excellent way to keep 
garments looking better — especially dur¬ 
ing the summer months. Sizing can repel 
stains, retard wrinkling and delay soiling.

Plans for the immediate future, according to 
the report, will entail interpretation and dissemina¬ 
tion of the ERA study, understanding and imple¬ 
mentation of the seismic safety law compliance 
requirements, finalization of design review guide¬ 
lines and creation of a 12- to 18-month promo¬ 
tional calendar of events. 

The report concluded with the statement that 
“In the year ahead . . . important decisions funda¬ 
mental to our success will be required from both 
the private and the public sectors.’’

various potential hazards, such as unreinforced 
brick, stone, terra cotta and adobe exterior and in¬ 
terior walls; parapets, large and/or frequent win¬ 
dow and door openings and insufficiently anchored 
roofs. Illustrations of how these components react 
to seismic stress were shown. 

One of the few plus factors presented during 
the evening was the observation that man¬ 
dated rehabilitation construction is not subject 
to increased property assessment as “improvements.” 

The evolution of earthquake safety requirements, 
with ailditioits occurring after various major quakes 
developed more knowledge of hazards, was outlined 
and a variety of methods for hazard mitigation were 
enumerated, accompanied with demonstrations of 
implements and materials used for building strength¬ 
ening. 

The meeting was sponsored by the city. Main 
Street and the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
panel included Al Landsperger, investor; Dennis 


Wish, professional engineer specializing in structural 
design for commercial building earthquake rehabili¬ 
tation; and Kelly Alton, licensed contractor with the 
firm James McDowall who has specialized in earth¬ 
quake building reinforcement and is currently en¬ 
gaged in URM work in Arcadia and Sierra Madre. 

Don Murphy, Main Street Board chair and pro¬ 
fessional architect, and Mayor Bruce Crow also 
sat on the panel; and Ron Hutson, Main Street 
Project Manager, acted as program coordinator. 

One audience participant stated that he hoped 
that property owners would be given full oppor¬ 
tunity for “input” regarding the establishment of 
the requirements which will eventually be adopted 
by the city. 

Hutson stated that building owners affected 
could contact Steve Pock, building inspector for the 
city, for further information, or call the Main Street 
office at City Hall, 355-7135.

“Let’s say I have an oak in the middle of my 
backyard and 1 want to put in a pool,” Crow 
said.

John Rouse graduated

His 
younger brother, Phillip, 
who still lives in Sierra 
Madre, came in second 
this year, matching his 
best finish, but John’s 
time is still better, he 
points out. 

Rouse takes over the 
job of athletic 
director from Dean 
Spoelstra who 
has accepted a vice 
principalship at Desert 
Christian in Lancaster. 


Married to Kay, a 
former art teacher at 
Maranatha, Rouse 
and his wife have three 
sons: Matthew, age 5; 
Caleb, 3; and Jesse who 
was just born last week. 

The new director en¬ 
joys backpacking and 
introducing his young 
sons to the sport. As for 
golf, he was told by a 
former coach to take up 
the sport as therapy. 
Rouse admits, “I’m a 
terrible golfer; but 1 have 
fun.”
